3. RE PARA 2 REFTEL B EMBASSY STRONGLY RECOMMENDS NO 
FIREARMS BE BROUGHT TO USSR BECAUSE STRICT LEGAL PROHIBITION 
ON CARRYING OF WEAPONS CREATES MAJOR DIFFICULTIES IN OBTAINING 
EXCEPTION TO PROVISIONS SOVIET LAW. 
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
